a Grayling teen responsible for 
the death of a cygnet and 
wounding of an adult trumpeter 
swan. 

The cygnet was found shot to 
death October 5, 2003 and the 
adult female was found six days 
later with a broken wing. The 
adult was initially treated by 
local veterinartan Dr. Troy 
Fairbanks DVM, of the Grayling 
Hospital for Animals. She was 
then sent to Michigan State 
University’s School of 
Veterinary Medicine for further 
treatment and rehabilitation. 
The swan is unable to fly and

Let’s i American flag waves often at Olympics 


| WHY SHOULD we try to dampen the 
‘enthusiasm of American athletes who do 
~ well al Olympic games? 
, I see in the papers the U.S. Olympic 
“Committee has hired a special media 
"consultant to tutor American athletes in 
international etiquette before this sum- 
mer’s games. 
Some Olympic officials, citing public 
‘relations pressures and safety risks, 
: ‘ apparently worry that too much celebrat- 
. ing by American athletes could kindle 
" even deeper dislike for America around 
‘the world and might incite dangerous 
 anti- -American demonstrations or 
actions. 
‘Incase you haven’t noticed, America’s 
actions in Iraq and some other interna- 
“tional activities are not applauded uni- 
versally, 
‘Said Mike Moran, the special media 
consultant: “It’s not business as usual for 
| American athletes. If a Kenyan or a 
. Russian grabs their national flag and 


runs round the track or holds it high over 
their heads, it might not be viewed as 
confrontational. Where we are in the 
world right now, an American athlete 
doing that might be viewed in another 
manner.” 

* * * 

’LL GO ALONG up to a point, but 
let’s not overdo it ..... or perhaps more 
accurately, underdo it. 

All our athletes should do their best to 
win, of course, and they should be proud 
of what they do, and respectful of the 
efforts of all other athletes as well. 

If an American team or athlete wins a 
gold medal, it’s perfectly fine to call 
attention to their heritage. Everybody 
else does il, so go ahead and do a victo- 
ry lap, proudly waving Old Glory, but 
keep the celebrations in good taste. 

Some Olympic men and women have 
deen training intently for several years. 
Olympic training requires dedication 
and hard work. The object is to win in 


the Olympics. If they do, we shouldn’t 
deny them their moment of glory. 

Any sense of national pride should not 
erode because French or Russians or 
Germans or others don’t think America 
should be in Iraq, or other critics try to 
shame America because of the Abu 
Ghraib prisoner scandal. 

The Olympics should be above inter- 
national politics anyway. They’re not, of 
course, but they should be. 

Sure, we have made mistakes as a 
nation, but Americans have done many 
wonderful things for people everywhere, 
and for the world. We should not be 
ashamed that we are Americans. We 
should be proud, and let that pride show.

He urged graduates to find solutions to 
problems through cooperation and not 
conflict, according to news reports. 

“That is the purpose of politics, to 
bring people together when they cannot 
control each other and they must work 
together,” Mr. Clinton said.

“The great power of the United States 
through history has not been in our 
weapons but in the power of our exam- 
ple, and the hope we have held-out to 
others.” 

He’s absolutely right, of course. Many 
office holders subscribe to the same 
ideas, but few are able to master the art. 
Mr. Clinton made it work sometimes, 
and sometimes it didn’t.

CHENEY THEORY - From the other 
side of the partisan spectrum, in a speech 
at Shanghai’s Fudan University, Vice 
President Dick Cheney put forth some of 
his own ideas on governance.

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The United States Department 
of Treasury and the National 
Credit Union Administration 
(NCUA) has issued information 
regarding fraudulent e-mail 
schemes designed to deceive 
consumers into surrendering 
sensitive personal information 
which could lead to identity 
theft. 

Fraddulent *é-mails, 
may appear to be from govern- 
ment agencies, direct recipients, 
such as credit union members, to 
websites where they are asked to 
verify personal information such 
as name, account and credit card 


numbers, passwords, social 
security numbers and other 
information. 


These websites often appear to 
be very similar to official gov- 
ernment sites; however, they are 
not authentic official sites and 
are intended only to steal the 
member’s information. 

These e-mails are part of a 
scam known as “phishing.” 
Phishing ts a high-tech scam 
where e-mails are sent to con- 
sumers falsely claiming to be a 
legitimate company in an 
attempt to obtain non-public per- 
son information. The e-mails 
may claim the information is 
needed to assist in the fight 
against terrorism or some other 
purpose supposedly required by 
law. 

However, NCUA wants to 
assure credit union members and 
others that federal financial 
agencies do not use e-mail as a 
means of communicating 
requests for sensitive personal 
information, 

In an ongoing effort to combat 
identity theft, several tips devel- 
oped by the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) are listed 
below which may help your 
members protect themselves 
from becoming a victim of this

Instead, they 
should contact the company 
ited’ in the e-mail diréctly sing 
a telephone number or website 
address they know to be genuine. 

* Everyone should avoid e- 
mailing personal and financial 
information. Before submitting 
financial information through a 
website, they should look for the 
“lock” icon on the browser’s sta- 
tus bar. NCUA also suggests 
looking for “https” in the web- 
site address, Both of these indi- 
cators signal the information is 
secure during transmission. 

¢ Everyone should review 
credit card and credit union 
account statements as soon as 
they receive them to determine 
whether there are any unautho- 
rized charges. If the statement is 
late by more than a couple of 
days, call the credit card compa- 
ny, bank or credit union to con- 
firm their billing address and 
account balances. 

* Everyone should report sus- 
picious activity to the FTC. 
Send the actual spam to 
uce@ftc.gov. If they believe 
they have been a victim of a 
fraudulent scheme; they should 
file a complaint at: www.ftc.gov, 
and then visit the FTC’s Identity 
Theft website (www.ftc.gov/idtheft) 
to learn how to minimize their 
risk of damage from the identity 
theft. 

Remember, neither NCUA nor 
any other federal financial 
agency uses e-mail to request 
non-public information such as 
account numbers, date of birth, 
or social security numbers.

“1, When the flag is displayed 
over the middle of the street, it 
should be suspended vertically 
with the union to the north in an 
east and west street or to the east 
in a north and south street. 

“2. The flag of the United 
States of America, when it is 
displayed with another flag 
against a wall from crossed 
staffs, should be on the right, the 
flag’s own right [that means the 
viewer's left —Webmaster], and 
its staff should be in front of the 
staff of the other flag. 

“3. The flag, when flown at 
half-staff, should be first hoisted 
to the peak for an instant and 
then lowered to the half-staff 
position. The flag should be 
again raised to the peak before it 
is lowered for the day. By “half- 
staff” is meant lowering the flag 
to one-half the distance between 
the top and bottom of the staff. 
Crepe streamers may be affixed 
to spear heads or flagstaffs in a 
parade only by order of the 
President of the United States. 

“4. When flags of States, 
cities, or localities, or pennants 
of societies are flown on the 
same halyard with the flag of the 
United States, the latter should 
always be at the peak. When the 
flags are flown from adjacent 
staffs, the flag of the United 
States should be hoisted first and

“The Fourth of July was tra- 
ditionally celebrated — as 
America's birthday, but the 
idea of an annual day specifi- 
cally celebrating the Flag is 
believed to have first originat- 
ed in 1885. BJ Cigrand, a 
schoolteacher, arranged: for 
the pupils in the Fredonia, 
Wisconsin Public School, 
District 6, to observe June 14 
(the 108th anniversary of the 
official adoption of The Stars 
and Stripes) as 'Flag Birthday.’ 
In numerous magazines and 
newspaper articles and public 
addresses over the following 
years, Cigrand continued to 
enthusiastically advocate the 
observance of June 14 as ‘Flag 
Birthday,’ or ‘Flag Day.’ 

“On June 14, 1889, George 
Balch, a kindergarten teacher 
in New York City, planned 
appropriate ceremonies for the 
children of his school, and his 
idea of observing Flag Day 
was later adopted by the State 
Board of Education of New 
York. On June 14, [891, the 
Belsy Ross House in 
Philadelphia held a Flag Day 
celebration, and on June f4 of 
the following year, the New 
York Society of the Sons of 
the Revolution, celebrated 
Flag Day. 

“Following the suggestion 
of Colonel J Granville Leach 
(at the time historian of the 
Pennsylvania Sociely of the 
Sons of the Revolution), the 
Pennsylvania Society of 
Colonial Dames of America 


resolution requesting — the 
mayor of Philadelphia and all 
others in authority and all pri- 
vate citizens to display the 
Flag on June 14. Leach went 
on to recommend that there- 
after the day be known as 
‘Flag Day, and on that day, 
school children be assembled 
for appropriate exercises, with 
each child being given a small 
Flag. 

“Two weeks later on May 8, 
the Board of Managers of the 
Pennsylvania Society of Sons 
of the Revolution unanimous- 
ly endorsed the action of the 
Pennsylvania Society — of 
Colonial Dames. As a result of 
the resolution, Dr. Edward 
Brooks, then Superintendent 
of Public = Schools — of 
Philadelphia, directed that 
Flag Day exercises be held on 
June l4, 1893 i) 
Independence Square. School 
children were assembled, each 
sarrying a small Flag, and 
patriotic songs were sung and 
addresses delivered. 

“In 1894, the governor of 
New York directed that on 
June [4 the Flag be displayed

BJ Cigrand and Leroy Van 
Horn as the moving spirits, the 
Illinois organization, known 
as the American Flag Day 
Association, was organized 
for the purpose of promoting 
the holding of Flag Day exer- 
cises. On June 14, 1894, under 
the auspices of this associa- 
tion, the first general public 
school children's celebration 
of Flag Day in Chicago was 
held in Douglas, Garfield, 
Humboldt, Lincoln, and 
Washington Parks, with more 
than 300,000 children partici-’ 
pating. 

“Adults, too, participated in 
patriotic programs, Franklin 
K. Lane, Secretary of the 
Interior, delivered a 1914 Flag

nities for years atter Wilson's 
proclamation, it was not until 
August 3, 1949, that President

Secretary of State welcomes legislation boosting penalties for ID fraud 


Legislation increasing — the 
penalites for forging a state- 
issued identification card gives 
Michigan additional tools to pro- 
tect the public, Secretary of State 
Terri Land said. 

Senate Bills 912 and 913 were 
approved by the Legislature and 
presented to the governor on 
Wednesday for signature. They 
make penalites for forging or 
altering a state ID, as well as 
using, selling or possessing a fal- 
sified ID, consistent with those 
that already apply to corresp- 
ponding offenses mvolving dri- 
ver’s licenses, 

“Using or sefling a fake ID isn't 
a harmless game,” Land said, “It 
can put the individual and general 
public at risk. That is especially 
true in this age of identity theft 
and national security concerns, 
Tougher penalities give authori- 


lics greater tools to combat identi- 
ty-related crimes, and also may 
act as a deterrent, 1 credit the 
sponsors, Scnators Alan Sanborn 
and Michelle McManus, and their 
legislative colleagues for taking 
this sensible step.” 

Currently, a conviction for forg- 
ing a state ID card to commit a 
felony carries a maximum sen- 
tence of four years’ imprison- 
ment, Under the legislation the 
penallies are: 

«Up to 10 years in prison and a 
maximun $20,000 fine for forg- 
ing an {card or using a forged 
card to commit a felony that is 
punishable by up to 10) years’ 
imprisonment, 

*Up to five years in prison and 
a maximum $10,000 fine for forg- 
ing an ID or using a forged card to 
commit a felony that is punish- 
able by less than 10 years in 


prison, or a misdemeanor punish- 
able by six months or more. 

* Up to one year in prison and a 
maximum $2,000 fine for forging 
an ID or using a forged card to 
commit, a misdemeanor that is 
punishable by imprisonment of 
less than six months. 

* Up to five years’ imprison- 
ment and a maximum $10,000 
fine for a felony conviction of 
selling, possessing with mtent to 
deliver, or possessing two or 
more, forged IDs, 

¢ Up to one year in prison and a 
$2,000 fine for a misdemeanor 
conviction of possessing a forged 
or duplicated ID, 

The felonies would not apply to 
a minor whose intent was to pos- 
sess, purchase or consume alco- 
hol in violation of the Michigan 
Liquor Code. 

“Penalties for tampering with 


driver’s licenses were strength- 
ened by Public Act 126 of 2002. 
This faw, however, did -not 
address state ID cards. 

Seeretary of State offices issue 
about 100,000 ED cards annually. 
They are provided to eligible 
Michigan residents regardless of 
age for $10 fee. Residents who 
are 65 or older, blind, or who have 
had their driving privileges termi- 
nated due to a mental or physical 
disability, may receive ED cards 
tree of charge. 

ID cards expire four years from 
the holder's last birthday and can 
be renewd by mail. State law rec- 
ognizes personal ID cards as a 
valid form of identification, simi- 
Jar to driver’s licences. However, 
a person cannot have a personal 
1D card and a Michigan driver's 
license unless the license has been 
restricted, suspended, or revoked,

Invasive Species Week’ 


Governor Jennifer Granholm 
has proclaimed June 7-13, 2004, 
as Aquatic Invasive Species 
Awareness Week in Michigan to 
encourage people to find ways 
to prevent the spread and intro- 
duction of aquatic invasive 
species in our waters. 

The purpose of Aquatic 
Invasive Specics Awareness 
Week is to raise awareness about 
prevention and control of aquat- 
ic invasive species in Michigan 
and Great Lakes waters such as 
the zebra mussel, Eurasian 
watermilfoil, purple loosestrife, 
round goby, and ruffe. 

Many people have experi- 
enced the beauty and enjoyment 
that comes from Michigan’s 
11,000 lakes and 36,000 miles 
of streams, in addition to the 
Great Lakes, through beach- 
walking, fishing, and boating. 
People have also observed the 
transformation of the aquatic 
life and landscape due to aquatic 
invasive species such as zebra 
mussels and round gobies. 

Michigan’s waters are under 
assault from non-native aquatic 
invasive species already here 
and are threatened by those yet 
to come. An aquatic invasive 
species (AIS) is defined as a 
waterborne, non-native organ- 


ism that threatens the diversity’ 


or abundance of native species, 
the ecological stability of 
impacted waters, or threatens a 
commercial, agricultural, aqua- 
cultural or recreational activity. 

Aquatic Invasive Species 
Awareness Week is an opportu- 
nity to learn about aquatic nui- 
sance species, their impacts on 
Michigan waters, as well as 


what you can do to prevent their. 
introduction and spread in your 


focal area end throughout. the ff 
gate Bote Nl 


Since the 1800s, approximate- 
ly 160 aquatic invasive species 
have been introduced into the 
Great Lakes Basin from around 
the world. Lack of natural con- 
trols in a new habitat may allow 
populations of an introduced 
species to grow ata very high 
rate. Much remains to be done 
to shut off the paths that aquatic 
invasive species use to enter 
the Great Lakes and to spread 
within Michigan. Species are 
moved throughout the lakes in 
many different ways including 
boats and boating equipment, 
commercial shipping, water 
diversion and many other ways. 

Other invasive species have 
the potential to survive and 
infest Michigan waters includ- 
ing Asian carp, the Northern 
snakehead fish, and hydrilla, an 
aggressive, aquatic plant. As of 
yet, biologists have found no 
evidence of  hydrilla in 
Michigan’s shallow Great Lakes 
bays or 11,000 inland lakes and 
thousands of miles of streams. 
However, the level of concern 
for ecological damage and eco- 
‘nomic harm to Michigan’s water 
resources has increased due to 
the fact that hydrilla is now 
known to exist in two Great 
Lakes states, Pennsylvania and 
New York. During AIS 


Awareness Week an outreach 
campaign will be launched to 


inform people in Michigan 
about the impacts caused by 
hydrilla and efforts to prevent its 
introduction in the — state’s 
waters,
